$5.9 Billion 
Increase 
Is Booked

WASHINGTON. Sept. 12—The 
Senate Finance Committee p re -1 
pared today to put the finishing 
touches on a new tax bill de- 1 
signed to boost revenues by an 
estimated $5.9 billion annually. 
Chairman George. (D) Ga., 
called a final meeting of the 
tax group for Friday to ap­ 
prove the language of several 
last-minute changes. The Sen­ 
ate is scheduled to begin de­ 
bate Monday. 
Committee Tax Expert Colin 
Stain placed the new revenue at 
“something less” than the last 
official estimate of $5.9 billion, 
but effect of changes ordered j 
Monday and Tuesday had not yet 1 
been computed. 
The measure, as rewritten by 
the Senate tax-writers, provides 
$4 billion less than the amount 
requested by President Truman, 
and is more than $1.2 billion un­ 
der the $7.2 billion bill approved 
by the House.

THE BILL WOULD boost per­ 
sonal income taxes by some $2 3 
billion, but would hit individuals ! 
less hard than the house version. 
In a last-minute change, the 
Senate committee voted to raise 
from $500 to $600 the amount an 
individual may earn in a year 
and still be listed as a dependent 
by a taxpayer. 
The House voted a flat 15 per-; 
cent “ defense” increase to be 
applied on all personal incomes. 
The Senate committee proposes 
J an alternate of an

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THE NEED FOR FAITH 
IN HIS address at San Francisco recent­ 
ly President Truman said the United States 
now has under construction “new and fan­ 
tastic weapons” which in an all-out war 
would “wipe out civilization.'' 
This announcement—which evoked more 
comment than anything else the President 
said in that speech—cam e on the heels of 
a claim by a member of Congress that 
Russia has a much larger stockpile of at­ 
omic bombs than is generally estimated, 
a statement presumably intended to spur 
this country’s activities in that direction. 
President Truman’s announcement of 
new and frightful weapons brought little 
cheering from the American people. They 
realize that months, perhaps years, would 
be required for their perfection. And they 
doubt that the United States would have a 
monopoly on that or any other weapon of 
war. Washington’s fumbling efforts to re­ 
tain the secrets of the atomic bomb were 
futile, if the assertion made in Congress 
that Russia is now on almost equal terms 
with this country is correct. 
Much has to be taken on faith by the 
very nature of the dilemma in which the 
American people find themselves, but that 
faith must not go unrewarded. The lives 
and fortunes of the people must be kept se­ 
cure. 


Why 
is it that 
American 
shipyards, 
which were so busy supplying transporta­ 
tion for all the Allies, are now doing about 
8.5 percent of all the shipbuilding in hand 
or on order? The British are doing 
44.9 
percent; Sweden, 11.6 percent; 
Germany 
9.3 percent. The United States is in fourth 
place. 


How much American money, from ECA 
and other sources, has gone into giving 
business to these other countries

our 
detriment? Just as we are, by an unwise 
tariff policy, giving advantage to British 
chinaware and Swiss watches, so we ap­ 
parently are rehabilitating European ship­ 
yards, while our own yards are in moth­ 
balls. It may be sound from a military 
standpoint to rehabilitate our allies, but 
does that mean that we are, at the same 
time, to sacrifice our own industries?

At the same time we are warned 
against associating with tough customers.

fast it is impossible to s e e them. W h e n 
Moscow puts out a story it never indulges 
in understatement. 


In the matter of tankers and passenger 
and combined passenger-cargo ships, we 
are well down the list. Tankers are par­ 
ticularly important to keep the supply of 
our principal fuel moving; vet we seem to 
be preparing for a time when the country 
ropy have to use tankers under European 
flags. These are the figures for tankers,

The total number of ships of 1,000 gross 
tons and over, being built or on order in 
all parts of the world, amount to 1.466. Of 
this, the American share is 80 vessels. No 
figures are here given, however, for Sov­ 
iet Russia, Poland or Soviet China. These 
countries own large and important ship­ 
yards which may be doing an enormous 
business. They are undoubtedly building 
ships, particularly in their Asiatic yards, 
for whatever eventualities occur in the Pa­ 
cific. 
It would not be sound for 
the United 
States to try to hog all the business of the 
world because of our current superior eco­ 
nomic strength, which can only last as 
long as we are both energetic and provi­ 
dent. On the other hand, a nation is not an 
eleemosynary institution which s l o w l y 
commits suicide with the object of aiding 
its neighbors. It would seem that the hu­ 
manitarians who arrange our policies and 
expend our money have become slap-hap­ 
py from the j<w of giving. 
Perhaps the time has come to begin to 
check on the consequences of our extrava­ 
gant generosity. The policy of our govern­ 
ment has been based on the export of ap­ 
proximately $5 billion a year for various 
kinds of aid to those countries which form 
a front against Soviet imperialism. This is 
the real meaning of the Marshall 
Plan, 
military aid and Point Four. It is a projec­ 
tion of the Truman Doctrine of contain­ 
ment. 


DIET A N D H EA LTH 


Convulsive Seizures In Child 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A CHILD in convulsions always 
brings to the doctor an emer­ 
gency call from the frightened 
parents. Frequently, by the time 
the physician arrives, the seizure 
has passed, but there still remains 
much for him to do. 
The child loses consciousness 
and his body suddenly stiffens 
and becomes rigid. At the begin­ 
ning of the convulsion, the child 
may give a shriek or hold his 
breath for from a few seconds to 
a few minutes and then begin to 
breathe In a labored manner. 
Repeated Spasm 
Meanwhile, all the muscles of 
the body jerk and twitch in re­ 
peated spasm With the end of 
the convulsion, there may be an 
involuntary movement of 
the 
child’s bowels or urination. 
There are many causes for con­ 
vulsions In children, the most 
common being severe Infection 
with a high fever. Epilepsy, due 
to some form of brain irritation, 
is the next most common cause 
in young children, and the most 
frequent one in those in the 10- 
to -16-year age group. 
Birth injuries may alto be a 
cause of convulsions. Tetany, due 
to low lime or calcium in infants, j 
or cases in which the child has 
a low blood sugar, may also be 
responsible. 
In many instances an electro- t 
encephalogram, a reading taken 


with an instrument which makes 
tracings of the brain waves, may 
be of help in making a diagnosis. 
If a high fever is present, the 
cause should be sought and the 
proper antibiotic drugs given to 
eliminate the infection. If the 
fever Is due to one of the con­ 
tagious diseases not amenable to 
the antibiotics, it may be neces­ 
sary to reduce the temperature 
by sponging the child with a mix­ 
ture of half warm water and half 
alcohol. 
Ire Bag May Help 


The use of a cool tap water 
enema (injection Into the lowe^ 
bowel! may also be necessary. An 
ice bag to the head may be of 
benefit. Certain drugs, such as 
aspirin, may help to reduce the 
temperature. 
If the convulsions are due to 
epilepsy or birth injury, it will be 
necessary to treat the specific 
condition. In all cases of epilepsy, 
lf there is no difficulty in breath­ 
ing, the use of small doses of 
sedative drugs, given by mouth, 
may be of great help in prevent­ 
ing further convulsions

An Atomic Submarino

TY T ASH!NLTON—The nation’s m ilitary-and political leaders are 
j j 
convinced that Rusaia will not start World War III in order to 
atop the rearmament of Western Germany. Because of this belief they 
are speeding up the timetable for placing German infantry and 
armored divisions into the an U-Com rn uni st European defense setup. 
The new timetable is scheduled to go into effect as soon as the 
Japanese peace treaty conference in San Francisco is out of the way. 
The aim is to have the Bonn government admitted to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization before the 1952 
presidential 
election, 
a 
prospect that appeals 
strongly to the White House. 
The first step will be to grant Western Germany 
a large measure of sovereignty on a "contractual" 
basis, so rearmament need not wait for a peace 
. treaty to be signed. The Bonn government has de­ 
manded a certain amount of sovereignty—with 
j which to strengthen its position in post-war Ger­ 
many—in return for 12 divisions for General Elsen­ 
hower’s army. 
All this recalls what Eisenhower remarked when 
the North Atlantic pact first came into being. He 
said, referring to the German attitude at that time, 
Capitol Building that he did not want any "unwilling soldier*.” 
The Germans are no longer "unwilling,” and the 
Western powers are not unwilling to accept them as allies In the fight 
against Communism.
